25. (Previously Presented) The system of claim 24 further comprising a repUcate 
dau monitor, the repUcaie data monitor configured to poll the replicate directory database for 
the maximum sequence number, the repUcate data monitor further configured to compare the 
roaximum sequence number to a current sequence number to determine whether the cuitent 
sequence number is equal to or less than the maximum sequence number, and the repUcate 
data monitor configured to provide an event notification to the event client server when the 
current sequence number is equal to the raaxiroum sequence number.
